It is time it was understood that such con- 
duct in this State must cease. Kentucky 
will not surrender the Federal Oovernment 
whilst she has anv power left: but she is 
equally resolved to support her own laws 
and Constitution. That is the duty of everj- 
lo.val roan. Ihc Governor is sworn to sup- 
port the Constitution of this State, and that 
instrument makes it his duty to see that 
the laws of the .State are faithfully exe- 
cuted. It is true that forbearance is neces- 
sary to avoid collisions between the State 
and Federal authoriiios, and Kentucky and 
her citizens have exercised this forbearance 
as fully as could be demanded of her; and 
we can inform those who come here to steal 
negroes, under the pretext of putting down 
(he rebellion, that they are not done with 
(rouble on this score. 

There is no roilitarj' necessity to be in- 
voked here, no law to scre>'n such conduct, 
and notliiug but power will save the guilty

Letter from the Mouth of Cumbor- 
land Rivor. 

SMirtiLARD, Ky., Nov. l'*th, 1 W 2 . 

KJHcrs of Ikt- iJciHOfrut : I have a little 
Uisure this morning, and will write juii a 
few liues. This is a dreary day; one of 
those disagreeable rainy days that soldiers 
dislike BO much. It has Iwen raining con- 
stanllr for twenty-four hours. The men on 
picket duly can testify to this fact; still, I 
will not complain, for (his rain will do us 
a great good. 1 suppose our gunboats will 
he compelled to protect other places than 
Evansville. I passed by Evansville not 
long since, and there wore four hofils lying 
there, doiug good service by keeping rebels 
out of the oily. The farmers, loo, need 
this raiu, fur ’(will bring up the wbeatlhat 

ia sown. Besides starling out the guulioala 
aud bringing up Ihe wheal, il will be bene- 
ficial lo some of our soldiers, for 1 am sure 
that water will add greatly lo their looks. 
But enough about (he rain, as I have other 
ihiugs lo write about. 

Our portion of Kentucky has been peit- 
ertal a great deal of ItUe, with marauding 
bauds (hat go around, take property from 
Union men, and tell the pariias they steal 
from, that they have authority to press in 
anything they want, and as they want 
everything that iaat all valuable, they leave 
hut little behind them. 

W e have a person by the uame of George 
W. McDonald a prisoner, who hoe been oel- 
ingas Captain under .\. R. Johnson. This 
.McDonald was captured by four ur five 
citizens uf Crittenden county, and brought 
to this post yesterday. McDonald wasvie- 
iting his home; some of the loyal men in the 
county heard of his wheareabouls, and 
started in pursuit of him, and captured him 
after following him for several days. By 
birth, he ie an Indianian, but has, for a 
Dum^r of years, l>een in Kentucky, living 
near Cassville, a little (own on the Ohio 
river, about eighleea miles above this place. 
McDonald is a notorious character, and has 
stolen more property from Union men than 
any other man. There was once a time 
when our laws would have hung a man for 
doing one tenth part of the mischief that 
this rascal has done. Will he now be ex- 
ckangeil an«l li** allowed to make his way 
back to Southern Kentucky'.’ 1 hope that 
our military authorities will not let him 
loose. He deserves to be aeverelf punish- 
ed, aud will be, if be gets his dues. 

There is no more news of interest at this 
plo4*e. When anything of iutercst takes 
place, 1 will write again.
